JAPANESE ARMORED CRUISER YAKUMO. 


Incs have landed and occupied Dalny, 
thus effectively cutting 'off Port Ar- 
thur. 
At the war office the otllclals 


decline absolutely either to contlrm 
or to deny the report. It Is plain, 
however, that they are momentarily 
expecting a confirmation of the re- 
port, as It was the Intention of Ad- 
miral Togo to occupy Dalny. It wns 
with this end In view. It Is believed, 
that the admiral shelled the Dalny 
defenses on Thursday, March 10. with 
tho vessels of Uic cruiser division. 


Big Step Toward Port Arthur 


Tho capture of Dalny by the Jap- 


anese would mean the almost certain 
fall of Port Arthur; 03 It Is known 
from the report of spies within the 
fortress that the Russians have al- 
most exhausted their supply of big 
gun ammunition, rind with the rait- 
way cut, It would bo out of the ques- 
tion to replenish It. 
• This would 


make tho task of the Japanese in 
destroying the forts very easy, 
as 


they could approach very near to the 
harbor mouth and reduce the town 
and fortlficatlosn without fear of re- 
ceiving flro from the land batteries.

ment of Talien-U'nn and asserts that 
two Japanese battleships, two cruis- 
ers and two torpedo boats approached 
the mouth of Dalny bay Thursday, but 
were afraid to enter tho harbor. Near- 
ly 400 mines aro still tl-cre. Vessels 
shelled the Island of S-.nsantao In 
tho middle of'the entrance to tho bay 
and destroyed tho quarantine quar- 
ters of the hospital, some residences 
and a new grnnlto lighthouse which 
had just hi.-un completed. No resist- 
ance was made, as tho placo was for- 
tided and not a soldier wns there.

Negro Bishop Declares He Will Mi- 


grate to Africa, Where Better 


Work Awaits His Kind. 


New York, March 15.—Bishop Will- 


lam Benjamin Derrick of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, repudiat- 
ed this country In a fiery address be- 
fore a convention of colored preiichcrs 
In the Bridge Street church. Brooklyn. 
The.prevalence of lynching north and 
south Is too much for the bishop, who 
will migrate lo South Africa and di- 
rect the work of the American Metho- 
dist Episcopal church In tho Trans- 
vaal. 


"I hcllpvo that across tho sen there 


is a wider and better work for me," 
said Illshop Derrick to the a.sHCinbled 
ministers. 
"Every manly negro must 


feel the weight that he has to '.hear 
In this country nnd must grieve over 
the conditions that confront his race. 


"This Is no country for us. 
I will 


not tell you to retaliate, for that would 
bo advising yon to .bo brutes.

How the Proposed Canals Would Ben. 


efit the Great Arid Lands in 


the Future. 


Senator Teller called the attention 


of his colleagues In the senate, last 
week to the great mining discoveries 
made recently In Colorado. 
Colorado 


Is fast becoming a golden state, pop- 
ulous and productive, 
nnt greater 


than her production of the precious 
metals Is her product of agrlculttiiv. 
and because of this fact 
of 
farm 


wealth her mines arc prosperous nn<l 
Increasing. 
On the other hand, look 


at her sister state of Nevada. 


During the past twenty years, tiio 


population of Nevada has been slow- 
ly declining. 
It Is a common remark 


that this Is due to the exhaustion ot 
Its mineral resources and that Us 
decadence must be accepted as a per- 
manent condition. 


The truth Is that the mineral re- 


sources of Nevada are by no means 
exhausted. 
On the contrary, there 


arc many localities where great ore 
ladies caifylng profitably amounts 
of precious metals—often 
ranging

to 
popular 


opinion, the successful developments 
of a mining district does not 
de- 


pend only on plenty of rich ore. That, 
course. Is one of the requisites

Need Labor 


Labor must be available; 
there 


must be a convenient base ot sui>- 
plies to assure the sustenance 
ot 


man and beast; and. finally, trans- 
portation facilities must be provided 
In order that the mining district may 
be accessible from the outside world 
and that Its raw products may be 
carried to the smelter. 


Those who know the mineral te- 


sotirccB of the western states 
and 


territories are In the habit of saying. 
"The ground has only been scratch- 
ed." 
The statement Is 
literally 


true. There cannot he any thorough, 
scientific and economical 
develop- 


ment of mineral resources until the 
happening of certain 
big 
things 


quickly followed by the depopulation 
of many localities now 
prosperous 


and growing. And eastern merchants 
and manufacturers would lind tnat 
the bottom had dropped out of tho 
biggest part of their western miii- 
kt-t. 


Reverse Proposition 


We have but to reverse the propo- 


sition to understand what it means, 
to double the Irlrgnted area of tho 
west.

Sten- 
ett Pierce says he Is taxed $45 an 
acre for 102 acres under water. This 
is a rank injustice.

AN INDEPENDENT TICKET. 


A majority of the members of the 


executive committee of the Municipal 
league favor the naming of a ticket 
this year and hope to secure the en- 
dorsement of the republican party. 
This matter was decided. after some 
opposition at a meeting of the cum 
Bilttee last Saturday night. 
' It was afterwards thought advis- 
able to submit the question to tiic 
voters who arc Invited to be present 
at a mass meeting to he held this 
evening. 


The Gazette has already expressed 


opinion freely-concerning' the league, 
and Its attitude thin year, advising 
against an Independent 
movement. 


In the light of'recent developments 
the paper sees no reason for a change 
of! sentiment. 


'The league has waited too 
long 


before taking action. Last ycnr the 
mass meeting was held and public 
sentiment aroused 
and 
cryBtallzcd 


In advance of any party movements' 
but today tlie democratic ticket In In 
the field, and the republican 
party 


are on the eve of caucuses and con- 
vention. 


The few men on the league com- 


mittee who are urging a nonpartlsan 
ticket the strongest arc democrats, 
•who have already 
participated 
in 


party nominations, and who are ex- 
pected to support tiic ticket which 
they have helped to create. 


It may be urged that democracy 


has shown, a non-partisan disposition 
by placing a republican for city treas- 
urer at the head of the ticket, but 
every ono knows that thu party could 
not name a man from Its own ranks, 
who stood the ghost of a show or 
defeating Mr. Fathers. 


It Is also understood that this same 


element of the league committee fav- 
or thu renomlnatlon of Mr. Burpee, 
on the ground of non-partisanship, yet 
they fall to state what obligation the 
league Is supposed to recognize. They 
also overlook the fact that the re- 
publican .party, whose 
endorsement 


they seek. Is under no obligation to 
the City Attorney. 


The league may succeed In naming 


an Independent ticket. It Is possible 
for two or three hundred men to get 
together and do that. If this is donu 
the men responsible for It of course 
expect the republican party to en- 
dorse the movement, and If this Is 
refused It simply means dividing re- 
publican strength and 
electing 
a 


straight, democratic ticket. 


This might not be considered a 


calamity by the democratic members 
of the league committee, but It would 
not be very satisfactory to republican 
voters nor to a large majority of the 
league members. . 


The Gazette docs not believe at 


this late day. that the republican 
party will submit kindly to the dicta- 
tion of tho league. The party will 
meet In caucuses ana convention tho 
last of the week. an<l will place a 
straight republican ticket In the field. 
H Is safe to say that every name on 
the ticket will represent men of abil- 
ity and good moral character, and 
men In every way worthy of support. 


WAR AND CIVILIZATION. 


Tho war now going on between 


Japan and Russia means tnncli more 
than possession of Manchuria, and Its 
progress Is being watched with un- 
usual Interest by all clvlllzVd na- 
tions. It Is perfectly natural that the 
sympathy of these nations should lie 
with Japan, for they recognize the 
fact that the little nation stands for 
cnllghtmcnt and Christian progress. 


Russia has never evidenced any de- 


sire or willingness to escape super- 
stition that envelopes her. 
Cruel In 


disposition and despotic In the ex- 
treme, the nation stands In the back- 
groun-.l. a menace to civilization and 
personal liberty. 


In the revolution of nations the 


tyranny of nations will be broken, and 
the God of nations may so direct the 
war-now In progress as to let the 
light of Christian civilization Into the 
dark corners of the benighted land. 
HVnry Clews, the New York banker 
said recently In discussing this ques- 
tion: 


"American sympathy Is adverse to 


RiisHla, chiefly because of her 
rffl- 


elusive policy. Everyone now under- 
stands that great developments are 
In prospect In the Far Kast .luring the 
next twenty-live years, and that no 
country has a greater potential Inter- 
est In the development than the Uni- 
ted States. Destiny Is making us the 
dominant Power on the Pacific, and 
we cannot afford to Idly watch Russia 
seize a position to tho exclusion or 
ourselves and all others. No one ob- 
jects to Russia taking hold of the 
semi-barbaric races of Asia and civil- 
izing them If she can; but hitherto 
her methods have been' monumental 
failures, and the clash between her 
Ideals of government and society and 
ours must Inevitably have come had 
not Japan, roused by the necessity 
of gelf-prcservatlon. undertaken 
to 


check Russian encroachments. When 
Russia Is ready to leave tho doof or 
commerce open to all on the same 
terms as for herself, as Great Britain 
did after the South African war, she 
will dispel much of the hostility which 
now confronts her. But this she can- 
not do. Russia has embarked upon a 
system of governmental development 
that Is unsound, and 
honeycombed 


with chicanery; and the empire handi- 
capped by financial weakness. Indus- 
trial unsoundness and Internal dis- 
content Is In poor condition to parry 
on a great war. If war to the point 
of exhaustion Is really her policy. It 
Is a question whether Japan, If she 
holds her' resources well In reserve, 
cannot play that game as successfully 
as her antagonist. Thus far, Russia 
has experienced a sorry l°s» °f presl- 
tago through her deplorable unpre- 
paredness and an underestimate ot 
her antagonist.
